French War Debt 


British.France: Agreement ts Wide In) 
Scope 

An @greement Was signed recently 
for the funding of the French war debt 
to Great Britain after a conferenge 
between Winston Churchill, chancellor 
of the British exchequer, and Joseph 
Cafflaux, French minister of finance, 
and a subsequent discussion with 
treasury officials to draft the terms 
of the agreement 

The settlement covers not only the! 
French war debt, but virtually all tie 
outstanding accounts between Great 
Britain and France. Announcement 
to this effect was made In the House 
of Commons by Rt. Hon. Winston 
Churchill, chancellor of the exchequer. 

The French paythents, he said, would 
be £4,000,000;  2£6,000,000; £8,000, 
900 and £10,000,900, rising to £12,- 
500,000 annually, the Jast named figure 
being reached in 1930. 

From 1930 to 1956, the payment 
would be £12,500,000 annually, rising 
to £14,000,000 for the final 31' years.
